VITAL  STATISTICS. 


The  uncorrected  death  rate  in  the  county  for  1951  was  17.56,  as  compared  with 
12.15  for  England  and  Wales.  The  total  live  birth  rate  was  13.87  as  compared  with 
15.5  for  England  and  Wales.  The  high  death  rate  is  due  to  deaths  from  old  age 
diseases  like  heart  disease  and  cancer.  The  low  birth  rate  is  due  to  the  relatively 
small  proportion  of  young  married  people  in  the  population. 

There  were  no  deaths  from  typhoid,  infantile  paralysis,  diphtheria,  acute 
encephalitis,  cerebro  spinal  fever,  scarlet  fever  and  measles.  The  death  rates  from 
scarlet  fever,  measles  and  diphtheria  have  been  steadily  falling  not  only  in 
Cardiganshire  but  also  throughout  England  and  Wales  ever  since  the  end  of  the 
nineteenth  century,  and  that  fall  is  being  continued  at  a rate  that  seems  to  be 
uninfluenced  by  any  new  drug  treatment. 


Tuberculosis  of  the  lungs. 

The  continued  steady  fall  in  the  tuberculosis  rate  for  the  county  has  been  halted 
this  year.  1950  had  the  lowest  rate  on  record.  This  year  there  has  been  a slight 
increase,  but  even  that  is  too  small  to  be  significant. 

Bovine  tuberculosis  no  longer  exists  in  Cardiganshire  for  the  county  has  for  some 
years  eliminated  tuberculosis  in  the  milking  herds  in  preparing  to  qualify  as  an 
eradication  area.

There  were  14  infant  welfare  centres  in  the  county  at  the  end  of  the  year.  Details 
of  attendances,  etc.  are  given  in  the  table  on  page  28. 


Ante-  and  Post-Natal  Clinics. 

Nine  of  the  infant  welfare  centres  in  the  county  were  also  used  as  ante-  and  post- 
natal clinics.  The  number  of  women  who  attended  these  clinics  was  27,  and  a total 
of  111  attendances  was  made  by  them. 

Maternity  Accommodation. 

Maternity  accommodation  is  provided  at  the  County  Maternity  Home,  Aber- 
ystwyth, and  the  Memorial  Hospital,  Cardigan.  General  practitioners  refer  their 
maternity  cases  requiring  hospital  accommodation  direct  to  the  respective  hospital 
authorities. 


Maternity  Outfits. 

Under  the  National  Health  Service  . Act,  1946,  these  outfits  are  supplied  free  of 
charge  in  domiciliary  confinements,  and  arrangements  have  been  made  throughout 
the  county  for  the  outfits  to  be  obtained  on  application  to  the  local  district  nurse/ 
midwife.  One  hundred  and  eighty  outfits  were  issued  during  the  year.

Care  of  Unmarried  Mothers  and  their  Children. 

Unmarried  mothers  and  their  children  are  cared  for  by  arrangement  with  the 
Children’s  Officer  of  the  Authority  and  the  St.  David’s  Diocesan  Moral  Welfare 
Society.  The  Council  does  not  employ  a full-time  social  worker,  but  each  individual 
case  is  interviewed  at  the  County  Health  Department,  and  special  measures  are 
taken  for  care  and  protection  according  to  the  needs  of  each  case. 

DOMICILIARY  MIDWIFERY  SERVICE. 

There  were  34  domiciliary  midwives  practising  in  the  county  during  the  year  ; 
33  were  employed  by  the  Local  Authority  and  one  was  in  private  practice.  Details  of 
visits  paid  by  the  Authority’s  midwives  are  given  in  the  table  on  page  26. 

Two  hundred  and  sixteen  maternity  cases  were  attended  during  the  year  by  the 
Council’s  midwives,  and  one  was  attended  by  the  midwife  in  private  practice. 


Medical  Aid. 

Medical  Aid  was  summoned  in  four  cases  ; in  two  cases  the  medical  practitioner 
had  arranged  to  provide  the  patient  with  maternity  medical  services  under  the 
National  Health  Service  Act,  1946. 


Analgesics. 

Seventeen  sets  of  apparatus  for  the  administration  of  gas  and  air  were  used  in 
108  cases  during  the  year.

HOME  NURSING. 

Home  nursing  was  carried  out  by  one  whole-time  home  nurse  and  the  33  district 
nurse-midwives  acting  as  part-time  home  nurses.  3,582  cases  were  attended  during 
the  year  and  a total  of  71,067  visits  was  made. 


HOME  HELP  SERVICE. 

The  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  gives  the  County  Council  authority  to 
provide  domestic  help  for  households  where  there  is  any  person  who  is  ill,  lying-in, 
an  expectant  mother,  mentally  defective,  aged,  or  where  there  is  a child  not  over 
compulsory  school  age  within  the  meaning  of  the  Education  Act,  1944.  The  Council 
may  recover  from  persons  who  receive  domestic  help  such  charges  as  the  Authority 
may  consider  reasonable  in  the  light  of  the  financial  circumstances. 
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The  Council  has  one  full-time  Home  Help  Organiser,  and  two  whole-time  and  97 
part-time  home  helps  were  employed  at  the  end  of  the  year.  The  cases  where  home

VACCINATION.

AMBULANCE  SERVICE. 

Administration. 

There  is  a central  control  at  Aberystwyth,  and  in  addition  to  this  station  there 
are  others  situated  at  Cardigan,  Lampeter,  Llandyssul,  and  New  Quay.  The  only 
station  which  has  a full-time  staff  is  Aberystwyth,  where  there  is  a sub-controller, 
three  drivers  and  one  attendant.  The  remaining  stations  are  administered  on  an 
agency  basis.

PREVENTION  OF  ILLNESS,  CARE  AND  AFTER-CARE. 

Under  this  section  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  local  health  author- 
ities are  required  to  make  arrangements  for  the  prevention  of  illness,  and  for  the 
care  and  after-care  of  sick  and  mentally  defective  persons.  The  care  and  after-care 
of  tuberculous  persons  is  undertaken  by  the  chest  physicians  and  by  the  health 
visitors  of  the  Authority.  The  latter  paid  694  visits  to  tuberculous  persons  during 
the  year. 

A number  of  requests  was  received  from  patients  for  the  loan  of  equipment,  such 
as  invalid  chairs,  etc.,  and  these  requests  were  granted  after  investigation.  Where 
possible,  use  is  made  of  depots  belonging  to  voluntary  organisations,  such  as  the  St. 
John  Ambulance  Association  and  the  British  Red  Cross  Society. 
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B.G.G.  Vaccination. 


This  vaccine  was  used  in  four  cases  during  the  year  by  the  chest  physicians. 


NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1948,  Section  47. 

During  the  year  two  persons  were  admitted  to  welfare  sections; one  to  Bronglais, 
Aberystwyth,  and  the  other  to  Lampeter  Welfare  Home.  Both  were  cases  of  self 
neglect  and  in  need  of  care  and  attention.  The  Court  Order  in  each  case  was  for  a 
period  of  three  months,  renewable  quarterly. 


BLIND  WELFARE. 

All  blind  persons  in  the  county  are  visited  periodically  by  the  health  visitors, 
who  send  in  their  reports  to  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  Five  hundred 
and  ninety  visits  were  made  during  the  year.

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Rural  Water  Supplies  and  Sewerage  Acts,  1944-51. 

The  Act  of  1944  made  provision  for  state  aid  of  £15,000,000  towards  the  expense 
of  providing  piped  water  supplies  and  sewerage  in  rural  areas.  In  1951  an  add- 
itional £30,000,000  was  voted  for  this  purpose. 

The  local  sanitary  authorities  within  the  county  have  prepared  many  schemes 
since  1946  and  most  of  these  have  been  approved  in  principle  by  the  Welsh  Board 
of  Health  and  the  County  Council,  but  although  many  schemes  have  been  prepared 
national  capital  restriction  and  shortage  of  materials  have  allowed  only  a few  to  be 
carried  out. 

The  following  schemes  were  approved  for  grant  by  the  County  Council  during 
the  year. ' 

Scheme  for  supplying  the  village  of  Ffair  Rlros  at  a cost  of  approximately  £7,980. 

Scheme  for  improving  the  supply  to  Llanddewi  Brefi  at  a cost  of  £7,000. 

Scheme  for  augmenting  the  supply  to  Tregaron  by  an  additional  14,000  gallons 
per  day  from  springs  near  Glanbrenig  at  a cost  ot  £1,800. 

A scheme  for  augmenting  the  Pontrhydygroes  water  scheme  from  springs  above 
Penrodvn  at  an  estimated  cost  of  £1 ,800. 

Extension  of  the  Glynarthen  Scheme  to  cover  Dryslwyn  at  a cost  of  £4,800. 
When  this  scheme  and  the  proposed  extensions  to  cover  Beulah  and  Bryngwyn  are 
completed  there  will  be  one  comprehensive  scheme  for  supplying  the  villages  of 
Penyparc,  Blaenanerch,  Tanygroes,  Blaenporth,  Glynarthen,  Dryslwyn,  Beulah 
and  Bryngwyn. 

Preliminary  plans  have  also  been  prepared  for  a scheme  to  supply  most  of  the 
villages  in  the  southern  area  of  the  Aberystwyth  Rural  District  by  an  extension  of 
the  mains  from  the  existing  Northern  Division  Water  Supply  Scheme  at  Craig-y- 

Pistyll. 

Work  commenced  on  the  Cribyn  water  scheme  is  almost  completed  at  the  time  of 
writing  this  report. 

No  other  major  water  scheme  has  been  carried  out  during  the  year  although  a 
number  of  extensions  have  been  carried  out  to  extend  the  supply  area  of  existing 
schemes. 

The  proposed  County  Water  Scheme  which  was  prepared  seven  years  ago  is  still 
no  nearer  fruition  and  the  uncertainty  as  to  its  future  is  holding  up  the  preparation 
of  local  schemes.  This  is  because  of  possible  difficulties  of  dove-tailing  the  local 
schemes  into  the  county  scheme  and  the  possibility  of  local  schemes  becoming 

redundant. 

When  all  this  is  done  many  villages  in  the  county  will  be  still  without  an  adequate 
supply  of  piped  water.  Amongst  these  are  Brongest,  Beulah,  Llangybi,  Bettws, 
Bwlchyllan,  Penuwch,  Bronant,  and  Sw'yJdffynnon. 
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Housing. 


The  shortage  of  houses  in  the  county,  particularly  in  and  around  Aberystwyth, 
continues  to  be  one  of  the  greatest  problems  facing  the  local  authorities. 

Under  Section  88  of  the  Housing  Act,  1936,  it  is  the  duty  of  the  County  Council 
to  have  constant  regard  to  housing  conditions  throughout  the  county.  A number 
of  complaints  have  been  made  to  the  Department  and  in  the  majority  the  emphasis 
is  on  overcrowding,  bad  environmental  conditions,  particularly  for  children,  and  the 
long  waiting  period  for  the  allocation  of  a council  house.  All  the  complaints  have 
been  investigated  and  taken  up  with  the  appropriate  housing  authority,  but  owing 
to  circumstances  entirely  beyond  control  little  can  be  done  for  many  of  the  applicants 
at  present.

At  the  end  of  the  year  583  new  houses  had  been  completed  since  the  war  and  a 
further  297  houses  were  under  construction  throughout  the  county. 
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During  the  year  the  local  authorities  had  also  prepared  their  future  housing 
programme  and  have  submitted  proposals  for  the  erection  of  new  houses  at  Aber- 
ystwyth, Capel  Seion,  Devil’s  Bridge,  New  Cross,  Comminscoch,  Llanbadarn,  Capel 
Bangor,  Aberaeron,  Cellan,  Dihewyd,  Felinfach,  Ffosyffin,  Drefach,  Ciliau  Aeron, 
Talsarn,  Aberarth,  Cwrtnewydd,  Cribyn,  Talgarreg,  Tregaron,  Pontrhydfendigaid, 
Llanddewi  Brefi,  Pontrhydygroes,  New  Quay,  Verwig,  Brynhoffnant,  Rhydlewis, 
Beulah,  Penrhiwllan,  Coedybryn,  Tanygroes  and  Cardigan,  and  at  the  time  of  writing 
this  report  some  of  the  houses  are  nearing  completion. 


Housing  Act,  1949 — Part  II. 

When  the  Housing  Act,  1949,  came  into  force  local  authorities  hoped  that  grants 
would  be  given  towards  the  repair  and  improvement  of  rural  houses  similar  to  those 
given  under  the  Housing  (Rural  Workers)  Act,  1926.  But  the  conditions  imposed 
for  a grant  under  the  1949  Acts  are  so  stringent  that  only  a few  applications  are 
approved. 

Under  the  older  Act,  the  1926  Act,  the  County  Council  gave  grants  to  repair  and 
improve  192  houses  and  those  houses  are  still  providing  good  accommodation  today, 
and  the  following  figures  show  the  number  of  grants  awarded  under  the  1949  Act  : — -

It  has  been  estimated  that  30%  of  the  houses  in  the  rural  areas  of  England  and 
Wales  are  in  need  of  major  repairs  or  reconditioning  and  that  about  12%  are  unfit 
for  human  habitation  and  not  capable  of  repair.  These  figures  can  also  be  taken 
as  fairly  representative  of  Cardiganshire,  showing  that  there  are  within  the  county 
approximately  3,000  houses  in  need  of  major  repairs  and  over  1,200  houses  unfit 
for  human  habitation.  Houses  are  continually  condemned  by  the  local  sanitary 
inspectors  but  owing  to  the  difficulty  of  rehousing  the  properties  continue  to  be 
occupied. 

Much  of  the  deterioration  in  the  condition  of  houses  in  rural  districts  is  due  to 
the  high  cost  of  repairs,  coupled  with  the  poor  financial  standing  of  many  owners 
of  low  rented  houses.  Thus  there  are  many  houses  let  at  under  £10  a year  and  which 
are  in  need  of  extensive  repairs  at  a cost  of  anything  up  to  £500.  The  landlord  is 
clearly  not  in  a position  to  carry  out  such  repairs,  and  if  such  houses  are  to  be  saved 
it  is  essential  that  similar  provisions  of  assistance  to  those  of  the  1926  Act  will  have 
to  be  given. 
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Retail  Milk  Suppliers. 

Under  the  Food  and  Drugs  (Milk,  Dairies  and  Artificial  Cream),  Act,  1950,  the 
County  Council  is  the  authority  responsible  for  the  control  of  the  retail  sale  of  des- 
ignated milk,  and  57  visits  were  made  to  various  milk  retailers  in  the  county  to 
investigate  complaints  made  by  householders. 

One  pasteuriser’s  licence  was  granted  under  the  Milk  (Special  Designations) 
(Pasteurised  and  Sterilised)  Milk  Regulations,  1949,  to  the  Milk  Marketing  Board 
for  their  new  creamery  at  Felinfach  where  a modern  High  Temperature  Short  Time 
Plant  has  been  installed.  Fortnightly  visits  have  been  made  to  check  the  holding 
time  and  temperature  recorders  of  the  plant. 

Infectious  Disease. 

There  were  five  cases  of  paratyphoid  in  Aberystwyth  during  the  early  part  of  the 
year.  It  was  a mild  attack  and  was  confined  to  one  family.  Investigation  proved 
that  the  infection  had  been  contracted  outside  the  county. 

There  were  no  cases  of  typhoid  during  the  year. 

There  was  an  outbreak  of  measles  in  the  northern  part  of  the  county  around 
Aberystwyth  towards  the  end  of  the  year,  there  being  464  cases,  and  several  schools 
had  to  be  closed. 

Details  of  the  number  of  cases  of  other  infectious  diseases  are  given  in  the  table 
on  page  25 . 

Sanitary  Complaints. 

Seventy-seven  complaints  were  investigated  and  visits  made  with  the  local  san- 
itary inspectors. 

Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Act,  1933. 

This  Act  governs  the  sale  of  certain  poisons,  particularly  horticultural  poisons 
containing  arsenic,  sheep  dip,  etc.,  by  persons  other  than  qualified  chemists.  The 
number  of  licences  issued  during  the  year  was  59,  of  which  three  were  granted  to 
new  applicants. 

Cinemas  and  other  places  of  Entertainment. 

The  County  Council  is  the  authority  for  the  granting  of  Cinematograph  and  Stage 
Plays  Licences.  Each  application  is  referred  by  the  committee  to  the  Chief  Fire 
Officer  and  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  During  the  year  27  visits  were 
made  to  the  various  cinemas  and  theatres  throughout  the  county  for  the  investig- 
ation of  their  sanitary  condition. 

Private  Water  Supplies. 

Thirty-four  visits  were  made  to  private  schemes  of  water  supply  and  advice  given 
as  to  the  methods  to  be  employed  in  the  safeguarding  of  the  water  from  possible 
sources  of  pollution.  Samples  of  the  water  were  examined  at  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory.

ORTHOPAEDIC  TREATMENT. 

Children  of  pre-school  age  are  dealt  with  by  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Service  of  the  County  Council  and  those  of  school  age  by  the  Education  Com- 
mittee. Cases  are  examined  by  the  Visiting  Surgeon,  and  those  requiring  hospital 
treatment  are  sent  to  the  Prince  of  Wales’  Hospital,  Cardiff.  Three  hundred  and 
two  individual  cases  were  seen  by  the  Visiting  Surgeon  during  the  year.  Twenty 
received  hospital  treatment.

SCHOOLS  AND  SCHOOL  CHILDREN. 


School  Epidemics. 

Though  there  were  epidemics  of  the  common  childhood  fevers  during  the  year 
there  were  no  deaths  from  whooping  cough,  scarlet  fever,  and  measles.  For  some 
years  there  have  been  no  cases  of  diphtheria. 


Mass  Radiography  of  School  Children. 

One  thousand  two  hundred  and  forty  one  school  children  and  thirty  members  of 
school  staffs  were  examined  by  the  Mass  Radiography  Unit  of  the  Regional  Hospital 
Board  during  the  year.  Two  definite  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  discovered  ; 
these  were  put  in  the  care  of  the  Chest  Physician. 


School  Meals  and  School  Milk. 

The  immense  value  of  these  is  shown  in  the  healthy  appearance  of  the  children 
and  in  the  improved  school  attendance.  More  remote  effects  are  resistance  to  tuber- 
culosis infection  and  the  rapid  recovery  and  consequent  reduction  in  death  rates 
from  the  common  childhood  fevers. 


Medical  rooms  in  secondary  schools. 

The  medical  rooms  provided  in  the  new*  secondary  school  buildings  have  made  it 
easier  to  organise  the  day  to  day  care  of  school  children.  These  small  rooms,  each 
fitted  with  a couch,  enable  the  headteacher  to  isolate  a patient  who  needs  to  be  seen 
by  the  health  visitor  before  the  child  is  removed  to  its  home.  These  medical  rooms 
enable  the  dentists  to  carry  out  the  dental  work  without  disturbing  the  school 
activities.  For  this  dental  work  these  rooms  require  a dental  chair,  running  water, 
and  natural  lighting  from  windows  admitting  skyshine. 


Report  of  Senior  Dental  Officer. 

The  following  is  the  report  of  the  Senior  Dental  Officer  : — 

The  year  has  been  significant  in  that  the  offices  and  clinics  of  the  School 
Medical  Service  have  been  moved  to  new  premises.  As  a result  the  dental  clinics 
are  now  in  rooms  which  are  spacious  and  with  large  windows  which  give  a 
maximum  of  natural  lighting.  There  are  now  two  dental  surgeries,  a waiting 
room,  and  a recovery  room.  This  great  improvement  is  felt  during  heavy 
sessions  of  extractions  under  general  anaesthetic. 

The  new  equipment  and  X-ray  apparatus  is  proving  invaluable  in  the  efficiency 
of  the  School  Dental  Service  and  especially  so  in  orthodontic  work. 

The  medical  rooms  furnished  in  the  secondary  schools  are  also  a great  asset, 
for  in  such  rooms  it  is  possible  to  do  the  type  of  dental  work  which  cannot  be 
done  in  classrooms  and  obviates  the  necessity  of  bringing  country  children  all 
the  way  to  the  main  dental  clinic  in  Aberystwyth. 
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The  table  showing  the  dental  figures  are  at  the  back  of  the  report.  It  should 
be  explained  that  in  paragraph  1(a)  this  figure  denotes  the  number  of  children 
inspected  and  re-inspected  during  the  year.  Consequently  in  paragraph  1 (b) 
this  figure  also  is  the  result  of  inspections  and  re-inspections  during  the  year. 

The  number  of  temporary  fillings  is  rather  more  than  usual  due  to  the  fact 
that  many  pre-school  children  now  come  under  the  care  of  the  School  Dental 
Officer. 


School  Sanitation. 

Water  Supply.  # 

Most  of  the  schools  in  the  county  are  provided  with  a piped  water  supply.  Where 
there  is  a public  supply  close  to  the  school  this  is  obtained  from  the  mains  and  in 
several  cases  a private  piped  supply  has  been  provided  by  the  Education  Committee 
themselves  as  in  the  private  piped  supply  to  the  Pontrhydfendigaid  County  Primary 
School. 

Two  schools  in  the  county  are  still  without  a water  supply,  namely,  Capel  Seion 
County  Primary  School  and  Tanygarreg  County  Primary  School.  In  Brongest  the 
existing  well  Avhich  was  condemned  as  unfit  for  use  has  been  improved  and  the 
water  made  safe.  In  Tanygarreg  there  is  no  supply  available  within  a reasonable 
distance  and  water  has  to  be  carried  to  the  school  in  milk  churns.  In  Capel  Seion 
the  water  is  obtained  from  the  village  pump. 

Other  schools  in  the  county  which  are  at  present  dependent  on  pumps  or  wells 
for  their  supply  are  Cribyn,  Cross  Inn  (Llanon),  Beulah  County  Primary,  Blaenau 
County  Primary,  Bettws  V.  P.  (this  supply  has  been  condemned),  Llangybi  County 
Primary,  Bwlchyllan  County  Primary,  Castell  Flemish  County  Primary,  Lledrod 
County  Primary,  Penuwch  County  Primary  and  Swyddffynnon  County  Primary. 
Improved  supplies  are  urgently  required  for  these  schools. 


Sewage  Disposal. 

Out  of  103  primary  schools  in  the  county  46  are  still  not  provided  with  modern 
sanitary  conveniences  and  have  to  use  bucket  latrines,  the  contents  of  which  are 
disposed  of  by  burial  either  in  the  school  garden  or  in  neighbouring  fields.  Every 
effort  has  been  made  to  provide  a water  carriage  system  for  these  schools  but  the 
main  cause  is  the  absence  of  an  adequate  supply  of  piped  water.  Thus,  out  of  14 
schools  in  the  Tregaron  district  only  2 schools — Tregaron  County  Primary  and  Llan- 
geitho  County  Primary — are  provided  with  both  an  adequate  supply  of  water  and 
modern  sanitary  conveniences. 


Inspections  of  School  Canteens. 

Two  hundred  and  thirty  four  visits  were  made  by  the  County  Sanitary  Inspector  to 
school  canteens  to  inspect  the  quality  of  food,  meat  and  milk  supplies,  and  also  to 
give  advice  where  necessary  concerning  the  hygienic  handling  and  preparation  of 
food. 
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Milk-in-Schools  Scheme. 


Seventy-nine  visits  were  made  by  the  Inspector  to  inspect  various  school  supplies 
and  to  find  new  sources  of  supply. 

Every  farm  or  dairy  is  inspected  before  a contract  is  approved  for  the  supply  of 
milk  to  schools  and  samples  of  the  milk  are  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Lab- 
oratory for  bacteriological  examination.

It  will  be  seen  from  this  that  the  school  children  are  supplied  with  milk  safe  from 
tuberculous  infection.  In  the  rare  instances  where  T.T.  is  not  obtainable  the  Educ- 
ation Committee  has  the  tuberculin  test  applied  to  the  cows  at  the  farm  from  which 
the  milk  is  obtained. 

Cwmystwyth,  Mynach  and  Verwig  are  the  only  schools  supplied  with  dried  milk. 
Both  Cwmystwyth  and  Mynach  are  in  districts  where  sheep  farming  is  the  main 
agricultural  policy  and  there  are  no  milk  producing  farms  within  reach  of  the  schools. 
Verwig  school  is  in  the  middle  of  one  of  the  best  milk  producing  areas  in  the  county 
and  is  surrounded  by  T.T.  farms,  but  every  farmer  has  refused  to  supply  the  school 
on  account  of  the  amount  of  form-filling  involved.
